The second day of the great Cattle Convention 
was ushered in with snow and gusty winds, begin- 
ning the winter and the assembly almost together. 
At the hotels last night and this morning there was 
constant acti vity; caucuses were held by the differ- 
ent delegations, and the final touches put upon the 
work to be presented to the convention. It became 
more evident last night and to-day that the 
serious division in the convention would 


come upon the uestion of = quarantine. 
One of the Texas delegates, indeed, told a re- 
porter ot the Post-Dispatca that the quarantine 
uestion was the real issue behind the National 
rail, and that Texas hoped to meet the ire of 
the rest of the delegates for quarantine legisiation 
by the trail. and thus, at any rate, until it can be 
seen how the trail will work, put to one side ta- 
tion for — laws. The delegates from Wy- 
oming, Montana, andthe North generally, on the 
other hand, manifest a desire to push the question 
of quarantine 1 * In the caucuses 
held night this er was discussed and the 
con arri at that quarantine legislation 
was of puramount importance and that the ques 
tion should be brought before the convention in 
such a shape that an expression would be forced. 
The Northern men seem to be even more inter- 
ested in quarantine matter than in the leasing of 
the public lands, and they will insist og strongly 
upon memorializing Congress or laws 
to k out dangerous cajtie. The memorial, 
from all sources of information attainable will con- 
tain three main heads. The National Trail, of which 
a full description hag already been given in the 
Post-Dispatcu, will be the first of these. A 
memorial will pray Congress to pass the requisite 
legislation which will make the trail public property. 
The Southern cattle growers hope to be abie to show 
the adverse Kansas delegates that the position of 


the trail and the fact havi an 
established trail will, in themselves, 
meet all the objections which 


can urge, either upon bealth or other grounds. To 
this end the Southern delegates are concentrating 
their labors, and they are very sanguine of success. 
Nobody entertaina any doubt that the convention 
will agree upon the expediency of the trial and will, 


asa body, ask Congress forthe necessary la- 
tion; but the Texans want more than this. They 
are anxious that all of the delegations shall be so 


satisfied of the expediency of the trail that they 
h 


will not ouly not oppose it ere 
or hereafter, but will bring pressure to 
bear upon their Congressmen to further 


the necessary legisiation. To this end is their argu- 
ment addressed. The second matter, which all 
agree will be found in the emovial, will 
be the Proposition that tthe Federal 
Government should lease for long terms the unoccu- 


pied public lands in the cattle country for grazing : 


purposes. The Eos of this idea have very 
nearly brought their desire into ite definite and ul- 
timate shape. They want Congress to make a law 
which will permit the leasing of lands to associa- 


tious representing all the cattle growers in a given 


section. These mea themselves shall have power 
to apportion the range out to each cattle grower in 
proportion to the number of beads of cattle owned 
by each. They are anxious that Congress should 
take all the necessary precautions it may deem nec- 
essary to protect the individua! cattle grower, and 
ai the same time prevent any one grower from 
faking up water to the seciusion of others. 

It is still a question as to what the convention will 
recommend as to quarantine, but it is not a question 
whether there will be a quayantipe bead in the me- 
mortal. The Northern beef-ratserseay that if the 
trail is established that there will be np earthly ne- 
cossity for quarantine against cattle coming from 
the South, as they cannot bring the Spanish fever 
in. But they glam that they have as yet no ade- 
quate protection from the pleuro-pneumonia, which 


may effect a lodgment in the herds 
from the East. This is the danger 
which Wyoming and Montana fear most, and 


against which they are chiefly desirous of protec- | 


tion. They will probably agree upona resolution 

which will express closely the feeling of the trade 

in the premises, but this has not yet been done. 
THE CONLENTION. 

The second day’s work of the National Conven- 
tion of Cattiemen was begun at 10:9) this morning. 
Chairman Rainwater announced that the Citizens’ 
Exbcutive Committee of St. Louis had invited dele- 
gates toa grand promenade concert this eveniag 
at the Merchants’ Exchange.

The Chair annouriced that, inasmuch as tie Con- 
veation couid do no business under its tempora 
organization. it should take a recess, in order that 
the committees might perfect the permanent organ- 
ization. 

Senator Dorsey wanted to know where the com- 
mittees were to meet.

When Kidder undertook to write a play for the 
Troubadours he thoroughly understood the actors 
he was writing for, and, accordingly, sought to give 
as many opportunities as possible for the display of 
those eccentric qualities which make their acting so 
original.
